Fall was sentenced to serve one year 
and fined $100,000 by Justice W illiam 
Hitz today following his conviction 
on a charge of having 
accepted 
a 
bribe from E. L. Doheny, m ulti-mil­ 
lionaire California oil man, in con­ 
nection with the Elk Hills naval oil 
reserve leases. 
Fall, who has been ill 
w ith 
lung 
Trouble and whose condition 
th re a t­ 
ened to cause a mistrial, 
was 
not 
granted suspension of the sentence. 
Justice 
H itz 
announced 
th a t 
he 
would suspend the prison sentence if 
the execution of the penalty was to 
have gone into effect today, because 
of Fall’s physical condition. 
As the case is to be appealed, he 
said, this could not be done. 
It was the first tim e in A m erican 
history th a t a form er cabinet officer 
has been sentenced to jail for a felony 
com m itted while in office. 
Sentence was imposed afte r Justice 
H itz had overruled motions for a new 
trial and for arrest of the judgm ent 
against Fall. 
Disqualification of Fall from hold­ 
ing public office although 
not 
m en­ 
tioned by the judge in sentencing fol­ 
lows autom atically under the law. 
There was no dem onstration in the 
court room when sentence w-as passed 
Mrs. Fall, sitting close to her husband 
patted him on the back and whispered 
a few words to him. 
F all’s two daughters, Mrs. 
C. 
C 
Chase and Mrs. Jo u ett Elliott, bowed 
their heads as if shocked by the sen 
fence. 
Fall sat w ithout visible em otion in 
his chair as the 
judge 
pronounced 
sentence. 
Mrs. Fall, ju st behind him 
in the prisoner’s dock, wept silently 
The $100,000 fine was exactly the 
am ount which Fall 
received 
in 
little satchel from Doheny eight years 
ago this m onth which was held by the 
jury last week to have been a bribe. 
Doheny, against whom a bribery in 
dictm ent grow ing out of 
the 
sam e 
transactions is pending, 
sat 
beside 
Fall throughout the trial but left for 
California imm ediately after the ver 
dict. 
His trial is expected to be held 
in January. 
Fall, m uch refreshed from the w eek 
cf rejit since the verdict was rendered 
walked into the court room on 
the 
arm of his 
physician, 
having 
dis­ 
charged the wheel 
chair 
w hich 
he 
cam e to court in during the trial. 
A fter the sentence 
was 
imposed 
however, a wheel chair was used to 
take him to an automobile aw aiting 
ar the court house door a few feet 
a way. 
Fall’s bond of $5,000 on which 
he 
has been free since his indictm ent in 
June, 1924, was renewed by 
Justice 
Hitz pending disposition of the 
a p ­ 
peal. 
Two m em bers of the 
ju ry 
which 
convicted the aged form er secretary a 
week ago sat in the rear of the court 
room when the sentence was imposed. 
They were Forem an Thom as E. Nor- 
lis, the young bank clerk, who a n ­ 
nounced the ju ry ’s verdict of guilty, 
and Miss Virginia Cooper, 23, a book 
keeper. 
A ttorney F ra n k J. H ogan m ade no 
plea for clemency, merely replying in 
the negative w hen Justice Hitz asked 
if there was any reason why sentence 
should not now be imposed. 
Fall m ay avoid paym ent 
of 
the 
$100,000 fine by taking “a poor con­ 
vict’s” oath and serving 30 days addi 
tional in jail. 
Justice Hitz said he would under 
norm al conditions have imposed the 
m axim um 
penalty, 
three 
years 
in 
prison and a fine of $300,000. 
But because of w hat the court saw 
of Fall during the trial and because 
of the unanim ous report of physicians 
th at Fall was seriously 
ill 
with 
a 
bronchial ailment, Justice H itz decid­ 
ed that the m axim um penalty should 
not be imposed. 
Justice Hitz added th a t since an 
appeal was to be taken, autom atically 
suspending operation of the sentence, 
he would let the penalty stand, incor­ 
porating in the record the sta tem en t 
that as long as the defendant's condi­ 
tion was as it was, he favored suspen­ 
sion. 
Fall returned to his hotel with his 
family at the end of 
the 
20-minute 
session of court which was so m o­ 
mentous for him. 
He refused to com ­ 
m ent on the sentence but said th a t a 
statem ent -would be issued in his be­ 
half later in the day. 
M ark B. Thompson, Phoenix, Ariz., 
F all’s personal lawyer, who . collapsed 
with a heart attack when the Jury 
verdict was reported, sat by F all’s 
side today but did not 
address 
the 
court.

shortly afte r the Foshay State B ank 
here was closed by order of th e state 
banking commissioner. 
No 
reason 
for the crash of the com pany w as 
given and officials refused to discuss 
its position in the recent stock m a r­ 
ket crash. 
The 
Foshay 
Com pany 
controlled 
vast blocks of stock in power plants, 
bus lines and steam ship 
com panies 
and was heavily interested in M inne­ 
sota real estate. 
D uring period of expansion extend­ 
ing over the past six m onths the com ­ 
pany took over three Twin City banks, 
and completed construction of a 30- 
story' tower office building In M inne­ 
apolis. 
It was announced th a t the N o rth ­ 
west B ancorporation will take over 
the Foshay T ru st & Savings Com pany 
of Minneapolis and the third Foshay 
State Bank, also of Minneapolis, will 
become affiliated with the F irst B ank 
Stock Corporation. 
N either of the 
holding com panies were believed ne­ 
gotiating for the closed St. Paul bank, 
however. 
The Foshay com pany was organized 
in 1919 with the 
Tri-State 
Utilities 
Company as the parent organization. 
F u rth e r utilities were added to the 
nucleus and until the crash the or­ 
ganization was reported in a flourish­ 
ing condition. 
The 
Foshay 
expansion 
program 
reached its peak in Septem ber when 
the com pany celebrated its 12th anni­ 
versary. 
At th a t tim e the Foshay 
Tower was dedicated, with Secretary 
of W ar Good as the principal speaker. 
Thousands of investors in the n o rth ­ 
west and mid-west were believed to 
have been wiped out in 
the 
crash. 
Minneapolis 
and 
St. 
Paul 
bankers 
hailed the passing 
of 
the 
gigantic 
Foshay combine as perhaps the g rea t­ 
est economic disaster in the history of 
this section. 
The Foshay Com pany operated ex­ 
tensively throughout the mid-west in 
public utilities and real estate. 
Under 
its control were three banks in Min­ 
neapolis and St. Paul, and a huge 
Minneapolis tow er office building. 
W. B. Foshay and 
his 
associates 
also controlled large blocks of stock 
in power companies, bus lines and 
steam ship companies. 
The com pany under the leadership 
of Foshay made its first broad expan­ 
sion in 1919 when it 
joined 
forces 
with the utility holdings of H. H. Her- 
ley in the Minnesota Electric Distrib­ 
uting Company. 
W ith th a t affiliation 
the parent organization reached out 
into scores of M innesota and N orth 
D akota communities. 
Through its twelve years of exist­ 
ence the W. B. Foshay Company ex­ 
tended its operations into m any fields 
of banking, industry and real estate.

H e was born in 
Sweden. 
An official report subm itted to the 
W hite House by the justice d ep art­ 
m ent described Youngquist as 
"dry 
politically and personally.” 
The selection of 
Youngquist 
dis­ 
posed of one of the m ost vexatious 
problems th at has confronted Presi­ 
dent Hoover since 
he 
entered 
the 
W hite House. 
The im portant prohibi­ 
tion prosecutor’s berth has been va­ 
cant for m ore th a n five months. 
Youngquist 
cam e 
to 
the 
United 
States with his parents in 1887 when 
he was two years old. 
A fter a brief 
residence in Illinois, the family moved 
to St. Paul, Minn., in 1889. 
Young­ 
quist was educated 
in 
the 
public 
schools of St. Paul, worked on a farm 
for several years and then 
entered, 
business college. Qualified as a steno­ 
grapher he w orked his way through 
St. Paul law ac bool where he gradu­ 
ated with honors in 1909. 
His first 
public office w as th a t of county a t­ 
torney for Polk county, Minn., in 1914 
to 1918. 
He later was appointed to 
the state board of law exam iners and 
also served as a m em ber of the board 
of governors of the M innesota State 
B ar Association. 
H e served as a captain in the air 
corps during the world war. 
In 1921 
he was appointed assistant attorney 
general of Minnesota. 
In February, 1928, Youngquist was 
appointed attorney general of M inne­ 
sota to fill a vacancy and was elected 
in his own right to th a t office In No­ 
vember, 1928. 
H e is vice president of the Associa­ 
tion of Attorneys General. 
H e has 
specialized in his law practice in tax 
litigation, representing Minnesota be­ 
fore the suprem e court of the United 
States in the im portant ore tax cases 
decided several years ago. His branch 
of the justice d epartm ent has a gen­ 
eral supervision over prohibition and 
ta x a tio n 
The new assistant attorney general 
Is a mem ber of the U nitarian church 
and of the Masonic fraternity. 
He is 
m arried and has four chidlren.

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. I. — <U.R) —* 
Tight-lipped sailors put out grimly to­ 
day over the fog-shrouded waves of 
I-»ake Michigan because they sailed In 
the wake of disaster for the third 
tim e in little more than a week. 
Death struck out of the dismal gray 
fog 20 off Port Washington yesterday, 
driving the prow of 
the ore-laden 
freighter Marquette into the side of 
the S. S. Senator and sending -her to 
the bottom with approximately IO of 
her crew. 
Eighteen others struggled 
in the icy water until they were picked 
up by the Marquette or other craft. 
Farther down the Wisconsin coast, 
off Kenosha, lies the stormy laks's 
"graveyard,” where the car ferry Mil­ 
waukee went down with some OO men 
in a tempest IO days ago and where 
last Tuesday morning the liner Wis­ 
consin foundered, carrying IS or more 
to death. 
Shouting orders from the bridge un­ 
til a lunge of the sinking S. S. Sena­ 
tor threw him overboard, Capt. Oso. 
H. Kinch followed the gallant preeo- 
dent of the captains of the Milwaukee 
and the W isconsin and “stayed with 
the ship.” He was listed as missing 
today and presumably was drowned. 
The unprecedented fury of the lake,

In his “Memory,” recently published by K. P. Dutton & Co., 
William Lyon Phelps writes on the ability to forget as follows: 
“Tomorrow is invariably based on yesterday; no event, no 
matter how trivial, can be isolated. It belongs in the procession 
of things, and has its influence. 
“And as not only the deeds, but.the thoughts of yesterday be­ 
come the memories of tomorrow, it is more important to have a 
well-furnished mind than a bumper crop on the farm or lovely 
flowers in the garden. 
For whilst we are often annoyed in not; 
being able to remember certain things, we are more deeply trou­ 
bled by not being able to forget.” 
One should not sigh for one’s lost youth, says the author, and 
counsels the reader to forget it. 
“Indeed a truly healthy and well-balanced mind will not tor­ 
ment itself with the thought of vanished pleasures; as so many 
old idiots sigh when they remember their lost youth. 
The fad 
that we once had youth and health and happy experiences should 
give pleasure and not pain to recollection; nobody and nothing 
can take away those solid enjoyments. 
It is a selfish or ungrate­ 
ful or unappreciative mind that makes use of vanished delight 
only to minister to misery; it is not a clear-sighted way to look 
at life. 
“Memory is like a garden. Flowers and fruits and vegetables 
come with care; weeds come with carelessness, 
ll one plants in 
the garden the right seeds and devotes constant vigilance and af­ 
fectionate effort to their cultivation, the results will be either 
beautiful or useful or both.”
